The 300,000 farming families of the 
Prairie Provinces will receive collect- 
ively, and on the average individually, 
a larger cash income from this year’s 
agricultural production than they 
have enjoyed in any year since 1929. 
The net total to be received by far- 
mers at their country points will 
probably amount to no less than 309 
million dollars for wheat, coarse grain 
and livestock products; this without 
counting those additional revenues 
our farmers will receive from the sale 
of butter, cream, milk, eggs, poultry, 
cheese, honey, sugar beets, vege- 
tables, corn, alfalfa seed and other 
incidental farming products, which 
alone will amount to a considerable 
sum, and for which products there is 
an ever-ready cash market. 

To the .309 million dollars, and to 
these other sums for incidental pro- 
ducts, there must be added the 
amounts paid for handling, processing 
and distributing the grain by elevator 
companies—about 48 million dollars— 
then further the sums that will be 
paid to railroads and lake shipping 
companies for transporting the grain 
that will be moved from country ele- 
vators to terminals and from termin- 
als to Eastern Canada and te world’s

A.M.A. Protests Spee Speeding On ‘Alberta Roads 


Enforcement of the Vehicles and 
Highway Traffic Act in this province 
has been called for by the Alberta 
Motor Association, which has sub- 
mitted its request to the provincial 
authorities and the R:C.M.P. 

A recent communication from J. A. 
Knoepell, of Calgary, to the highway 
traffic board, which was endorsed by 
the local branch of the A.M.A., drew 
attention to complaints of visiting 
tourists, These included speeding 


and passing cars on dangerous cor- 
ners and hills, perking on highways 
after dark, passing cars without dim- 
ming mine Nahe and lack of proper sig- 


nals when passing cars. 

Further need of action was reveal- 
ed when a member of the Calgary 
branch reported that in one trip over 
the main highway between Edmon- 


ton and Calgary he had noted the fol- |. 


lowing law violations: 22 cars with no 
tail-light; 57 with one head-light; 109 
failed to dim. their lights; 28 were 
travelling at a speed estimated be- 
tween 60 and 70 miles per hour.

may be left on farms on August 1 
next. Even, however, should the 
Government not purchase this residue 
of wheat on producers’ farms, then 
our calculations show that the in- 
come to farmers should be well over 
300 million dollars, which is a larger 
sum than our farmers have received 
in any one year since 1929. The larg-

Some retail and wholesale merch- 
ants and other business men have ex- 
pressed the fear that farmers may 
not receive sufficient cash this year 
to enable- the economic structure of 
the ‘West to be maintained; but it 


would seem from these figures that. 


there should be no cause for concern 
on this score, and furthermore there 
would appear to be no reason why 
business houses should not grant to 
farmers that amount of credit needed 
to enable producers to purchase their 
necessities between the dates when 
they haul their’ grain to market in ac- 
cordance with Wheat Board quotas. 

There is one interesting point to 
note with this year’s agricultural in- 
‘come.

PERENNIALS TO PROPAGATE 


Spring and early summer. flowering 
perennials should be divided without 
delay. If the iris plants are large 
and ‘the flowers, smaller than usual, 
it is time to take up the plant and 
divide it. The old central part should 
be discarded and the outer part divid- 
ed into clumps containing from one 
to four fans of leaves, according to 
the number of plants required: If 
peonies need transplanting or if new 
plants are desired, early in, Septem- 
ber is the time to d6 the work, ad- 
vises the Division of Horticulture, 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 
The roots should be dug up carefully 
and allowed to wilt ‘by exposing them 
to the air for a few hours.~ This 
makes the tubers less brittle so they 
do not break so easily when handled. 
After washing off the soil and cutting 
the foliage, pull the roots apart with 
the hands and cut where necessary. 
A. division’ must have roots with two 
or three eyes. 

Oriental poppies can now be divid- 
ed and transplanted at this season 
when they are dormant. If dug up 
the thong-like roots are easily divid- 
ed.
